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1 HAT all Studies and Endeavours which tend 
to the Benefit of Society, and are calculated 
* for the general Good, whether attended with 
Labour or Study, or both, are laudable in 
their Nature, if not attended with the Succeſs hop'd 
for or propos'd, muſt be believ*d by the rational Part 
of Mankind : But when ſuch Studies produce an uni- 
verſal Benefit of any Kind, the moſt rigid, I preſume, 
will admit them to be Friends and Benefactors to their 
Species, who only purſue and inveſtigate the Difficul- 
ties, that ſtand in the Way of ſuch valuable Diſcoveries, 
and then candidly deliver them, after Years of Anxiety, 
to that wiſh'd for Light, which impenetrable Darkneſs, 
| had ſo long conceal' dc. ; | 
1 Wr are Witneſſes ourſelves of the great Profit, and 
s Reputation which have fallen to the Share of many of 
the Ingenious, who have made ſcientific Improvements 
only in Theory : What then ſhould be his Portion who 
Joins to Theory, Practice; and from the molt abſtruſe 
of all Studies, ſtrikes out the actual Means of putting 
it in the Power of every Man to do himſelf the higheſt 
Service, in the moſt deplorable Eniergency ? He ſhould, 
at leaſt, be conſider'd as a valuable Member of the 
Commonwealth, whoſe Endeavours, if not highly en- 
courag*d, ſhould not be meanly depreciated. 
A \ TatRE are no Diſcoveries of ſuch real Worth to 
| | Mankind, as thoſe that are made by the Attention and 
Sagacity of the Phyſician, who ſearches Nature to the 
ſmalleſt Point of her component Parts, and finds out 
What is proper for her Aid and Relief, in ſeveral Caſes, 
where ſhe is not ſtrong enough, to work out her own 
Safety, and ſtay the Deſtruction intended. An ignorant 
or wicked Lawyer may deſtroy your Property, but by 
» Induſtry it is ſometimes recoverable. An enthuſiaſtic, 
miſtaken, or deſigning Preacher, may pervert your 
Notions in religious Matters, but the Mind may again. 
A 2 recover 
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recover its Strength, and ſhake off the Clouds that 
reſted on it; but if an unſkilful or mercenary Dabbler 


in Phyſic once falls foul on the Conſtitution, nothing 


but a Miracle, or ſomething like one, can reſtore, nay 
even prop the ſhock'd and tottering Fabrick. He 


therefore who diſcovers what may prevent a riſing Miſ- 


chief, ſtay a growing Evil, ſtrike at the firſt Caule, and 
eradicate it, 15 in my Opinion worthy of ſome Reſpect. 

IT is a melancholy Truth, that many have been cul- 
pable enough, to endeavour, thro' Principles of Envy, 
Avarice, Ignorance, or Prejudice, to deſtroy and bring 
to nothing any Scheme deſigned for national Good ; 
and if they are not Sharers in the Profits, or Partakers 
in the Honour, due to the Inventor, they not only 


meanly depreciate its Value; but alſo influence ſome of 
the Unwary to decline Relief in their Miſeries, becauſe 
a certain very great Scholar of their Acquaintance, told 
them, it was good for nothing, or, to be ſure they had 
found it out.

Tris is the Caſe of noble Schwanberg's Medicine, 
to riſque which from Abuſe, and convince the World 


_ eſpecially the afflicted Part, of its Worth and Efficacy, 


I ſhall endeavour to demonſtrate by well-known Facts 
its Power and Effects, by the Obſervations that I have 
made from ſeveral Experiments : And as alcaline Salts 
are the only Subſtances known in Nature, which afford 
a Menſtruum capable of diſſolving Earth, and diſpoſing 
it to a Solution ſufficient for a ſubſequent Vegetation, 
and promote the Fertility of the Soil, it is highly pro- 


bable, that in Alcaline Salts, Remedies may be found, 


capable of diſſolving calculous Matter concreted in any 
Part of the human Body; and, if apy one can render 
thoſe ſufficiently penetrating to reach into the remote 
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Series of Veſſels, where the material Cauſe reſides, and 
to attenuate it in ſuch a Manner, as to make it capable 
of perſpiring through the Pores of the Part afflicted, 
Wonders might be expected from ſuch a Medicine. 
Tur the Liguid-Sbell, being a high Alcali, and not 
corroſive, nor nauſeous, bids fair for acting in ſuch a 
Manner, the following Experiment may evince: I took 
half a Bottle of the Liguid-Shell over Night, and as 
much the firſt Thing the next Morning; two Hours 


after I took another half Bottle, which was in all a Bot- 


tle and a half; about an Hour, after taking the laſt

newly concreted, or in a Strangury, a few Bottles do the 
Feat; and, in the ſpaſmodic and windy Colic, a few Bot- 
tles relieve; in a Cardialgia, or Heart- burn, or acid Eruc- 
tations, ll will ſerve; in a Diarrhœa or Looſeneſs, 
indeed, nearly two Bottles a Day ſhould be perſiſted 
in; but for young Children, afflicted with Gripes, Fe- 
vers, and Convulſions, arifing from Acidities, one 
Bottle is generally ſufficient for a Cure : And the tender 
Parent, may ſafely become Phyſician to her own Child. 

I wouLD not upon any Conſideration, advance the 
Reputation of the Liquid-Shell, if J was not well aſſured 
of its Safety, and the great Service it has done, and 
may do to Mankind in general; nor have I aſſum'd to 
myſelf any Part of the Merit, as an Inventor; for 1 
aſcrib'd it, when it was firſt publiſhed, to the ingenious

\ S the LiqQuUID-SHELL is a Medicine which has ob- 
tained a conſiderable degree of Reputation in the 
World, and has been the Cauſe of ſome Diſputes 
among the Learned, it may not be amiſs to make ſome 
Inquiry into the Nature of the human Stone, in order to demon- 
irate by Reaſon, and afterwards confirm by Experience, the 
real Effects of this Medicine, in the Cure of thoſe Diſtempers. 
TRE urinary Paſſages are not the only Parts of the Body 
where ſtony Concretions have been found ; for, Anatomiſts 
teach us, that they are often lodged in the Liver, Gall-bladder, 
Proſtatæ, Pancreas, Lungs, and other Parts, as well as in the 
Kidneys, Ureters, and Bladder; in all which Places, they im- 
pede the natural Actions of the Part, and are productive of Di- 
ſtempers peculiar to the Organs they affect; and, in conſequence 
thereof, unhinge, as it were, the whole Conſtitution, It may 
therefore be of ſome Conſequence to Mankind, to examine into 
the Sources of ſuch calculous Concretions, to examine their Na- 
ture, and inveſtigate a Solvent capable of again dividing the ſtony 
Particles, deſtroying their Cohefion, and rendering them fo fri- 
able, as to be broken by the vital Powers, and carried by their 
proper Outlets from the Parts where they were fixed, and then 
entirely out of the Body. 
Wi reſpect to the earthy Particles, which are the Baſis 
and principal Part of ftony Concretions, we ſhall have no Difficulty 
in comprehending how they get into the Blood, if we trace the 
Aliment which ſupports Animals, from its Origin the Earth, till 
it enters the Body, and forms the vital Juices, Now all Animals 
live either an Vegetables and Water, or on other Animals, and 
the ſame Fluid, or both: And hence Animals are diſtinguiſhed 
into graminivorous, and carnivorous, and another Kind, which 
are both promiſcuouſly ; amongſt which are Men, Dogs, and 
many Sorts of Fiſhes. With reſpect to Vegetables, it is well

known, that when they are committed to the Fire, the watery 
and oily Parts exhale and fly off in Smoke, or imperceptible Va- 
pour, leaving behind white Aſhes ; and as they are now utterly 
deprived of the Water and Oil, which was the Cement that pre- 
ſerved them united, the Vegetables, thus treated, loſe their Form, 
and-the Particles no longer cohere, bur form a friable Powder, 
Now the Aſhes of moſt Vegetables, when boiled in Water, com- 
municate to it a ſaline Taſte, or make what is uſually called in 
Mechanics, a Ley: And, when all the Salts are diflolved in the 
Water by repeated Boilings, what remains is a pure inſipid Earth, 
which, when alone, is neither capable of being diſſolved in Wa- 
ter; nor of being altered by the moſt intenſe Degree of Fire. As 
to animal Food, all the Parts of Animals, when burnt, exhibit 
exactly the ſame Appearances as Vegetables, except, that the 
Salts of Animals being volatile, exhale and fly away, ſo that a 
pure inſipid Earth remains; which will yield no Salts upon boil- 
ing them with Water. | 

Tus we ſce, that whatever Food is taken into the human 


Stomach, whether of the animal or vegetable Kind, contains a 


large Proportion of Earth ; which, in order to be capable of cir- 
culating in the extremely minute Veſſels of the Body, and of ſup- 
plying the vital Powers with Materials proper for carrying on all 
the Operations neceſſary for the Support and Preſervation of the 
Body, muſt undergo a proper Solution, and be reduced to the 
fineſt conceivable Particles, W hilft the Organs of Digeſtion are 
in ſuch a State, as to bring about ſuch a Solution, without Inter- 
ruption, the Chyle is duly prepared, enters the Lacteal Veſſels in 
ſuch a Candition, as to mix and unite with the Blood already 
circulating in the Veſſels, and together with that, forms laudable 
healthy Juices, capable of circulating through all the Veſlels of 
the Body, and ſupplying all the Exigencies of the Animal Oeco- 
nomy, or Nature, But the Moment this Solution is impeded, 


commences, or the Foundation for one is laid. In order to ſet 
this in a full Light, and render it more intelligible, I will ſup- 
poſe ſeven Degrees of this Solution of the Aliment, commonly 
called its Digeſtion, of which the Seventh or laſt only is perſect, 


tho there may poſſibly be as many thouſand Degrees: Now let us 


examine, what is likely to be the Conſequence of theſe various 
Degrees of Digeſtion, If the Food, taken into the Stomach, is 
only digeſted or diſſolved a little, or in the ſmalleſt and firſt Degree,

and by any Cauſe whatever rendered imperfect, a Diſeaſe either 


it will be but little altered, will be protruded into the Inteſtines 


crude, paſs through them without forming any Chyle, and be diſ- 
charged by Stool, little different from what it was when taken 
in, In this Caſe, the Body is abſolutely deprived of Neu een,

and muſt waſte, juſt as if no Food had been taken. Phyſiciahs 
call the Diſtemper thus excited, a Lientery. | 

Wr will farther ſuppoſe, that in the ſecond Degree of Di- 

ion, ſome Chyle is formed, capable of paſſing through the 
acteals, and mixing with the Blood, but not ſufficiently com- 
minuted to paſs through the firſt fine Veſſels it arrives at; in this 
Cafe it will circulate with Difficulty in the Lungs, through which 
it muſt paſs, before it can be convey'd to the Arterial Syſtem ; 
and hence a Difficulty of Breathing will be excited: And beſides, 
it cannot be duly mixed with the perfect and ſound Blood and 
— in the Lungs, the Organ deſtin'd for this Commixture. 
ence the received Maxim, that the Faults of the Firſt Digeſtion 
cannot be mended in the Second. 2-5 

Le r us ſuppoſe the third Degree of Solution to be that where- 
by the Particles of the Aliment are ſo far diſſolved, comminuted, 
and divided, as to paſs through the Lungs without Difficulty, and 
being conveyed to the Heart by the Pulmonary Vein, are thence 
impelled into the great Artery, and paſling readily through the 
larger Branches of the Arteries, deſtined to carry the red Glo- 
bules of the Blood, ſtop when they arrive at their Extremities, 
block up the Canals, and henee excite that Species of Tumor, 
which Phyſicians call a Phlegmin, or Inflammation, 

TEE fourth Degree of Solution may be ſuppoſed to be that, 
whereby the Alimentary Particles are rendered capable of paſſing 
through the Arteries deſtined to the Conveyance of red Blood, 
but not comminuted ſufficiently to be carried through the next 
Serics of Arteries, which only convey the Serum ; and it they 
are not ſmall enough to paſs through the Extremities of theſe, 
an Ery/ipelas will be formed. 

THe fifth Degree of Solution, may be that, whereby the Par- 
ticles of the Food are diſſolved ſufficiently to paſs through the Se- 
ries of Veſſels laſt mentioned, but are not ſmall enough to circu- 
Jate without Interruption, through the next Series of Arteries, 
which are, perhaps, deſtined to convey the Lymph ; and, it they 
ſtop at the fine Extremities of theſe, it is poſſible, an Oedema, or 
indolent Swelling, may be formed. 497 
Tr is highly probable, and even certain, that there are in the 
Body, ftill many ſmaller Series of Veſſels, deſtined to the Con- 
veyance of yet Ener Fluids, as thoſe which bring Nouriſhment 

to the Tendons, Cartilages, and the Humours and Membranes of 
the Eye ; but I ſhall at preſent only fuppoſe one more Series-of 
Veſſels much ſmaller than thoſe which convey the Eymph ; aud 
we may eaſily comprehend, that the earthy Particles of the Food, 
may be diffolved in the Digeſtive Organs, ſufficiently to paſs 
through the Five firſt Serizs ; and yet, for want of a more com- 
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plete and perfect Solution, may ſtop in more remote Series, con- 
ſiſting of more minute Veſſels, and may paſs into the extremely 
fine Veſlels of the Glands, their ſmall Strainers, and even their 
excretory Veſſels; where at laſt ſtopping, and being united, by 
means of the Oil and Water of the vital Fluid, with more of the 
ſame Particles conveyed perpetually to them, and accumulated, 
ſtony Concret ions are formed; or in caſe any of the Fluids ſecre- 
ted by the Glands, remain at reſt, either in their Receptacles 
within the Body, or in Veſſels out of the Body, it is obvious to 
conceive, that the heavieſt Particles, viz. thoſe of Earth, not 
ſufficiently diſſolved, will ſubſide to the Bottom, concrete toge- 
ther, and form a Stone, or ſtony Concretions. 5 
W wiil now inquire into the Methods of diſſolving Concre- 
tions of Earth, when formed, or calculous Subſtances, when out 
of the Body, or when within the Body, in ſuch a manner, as not 
to injure the Parts thereof, wherein they are contained, 
No, if we conſider the Uſes of common Lime in Agriculture, 
we ſhall find, that it fertilizes the Soil, becauſe it diſpoſes the 
concreted Glebes of Earth to crumble ; that is, deſtroys, in ſome 
meaſure, the Coheſion of the Particles thereof, and in ſome de- 
gree diſſolves it, or, at leaſt, renders it fit for a ſubſequent Solu- 
tion, that it may be conveyed through the Pores of Roots, into 
the Veſſels of Vegetables, and form the ſolid Parts of Plants. 
Alcaline Salts of any Kind, will, in ſome meaſure, do the ſame ; 
but, where the Tenacity and Coheſion is pretty ſtrong, ſimple 
Alcaline Salts will not penetrate ſufficiently into the Pores, to 
bring about a Diſſolution of the Maſs. And, in order to a So- 
Jution of any Body, two things are neceſlary ; firſt, that the Sol- 
vent ſhould enter the Pores of the Body to be diſſolved; and, 
ſecondly, that it ſhould deſtroy the Cement which holds the Par- 
ticles of the Body together, or, at leaft, induce ſuch an Altera- 
tion in it, that it {hall no longer act as a Cement. Now, with 
reſpect to ſtony Concretions, that Lime is ſuch a Solvent; as, by 
its great Penet ability, it enters the Pores of the Stone, and uni- 
ting with the Oil, which is the Cement thereof, forms a Soap, 
which is no longer tenacious, but, on the contrary, reſolvent; 
inſomuch, that the concreted ſtony Body either falls in Pieces 
ſpontaneouſly, or by the Application of a very ſmall Force, 
Now, that the LiQUiD-SHELL, which is a particular Pre- 
paration of LiME made from SHELLs, in Reality, acts upon 
STONEs concreted in the HUMAN Body, in this manner, the 


following Experiments will be a ſufficient Evidence. 
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EXPERIMENT I. 


July 27, 1745. Mr. John Marſhall, aged about Fifty Years, 
of Moudbridge in Suffolk, brought me a Stone, which came from 
himſelf, after taking ſome of the Liquid Shell; and told me, he 
ſhould be very glad to ſee it diſſolved; for that if it could be 
done, it would give him the higheſt Opinion of the Medicine. It 
was about the Size of a large Kidney- bean, of a longiſh oval Form, 
convex on the Top, and flattiſh at the Bottom: It was of a red 
ſandy Colour, with a black Speck on one of its Sides. I put it 
into a Vial, with ſome of the Liquid- Shell, before him; and it 
remained there, without any Heat, till next Morning; when J 
obſerved, that, in many Places, it had perforated the Stone, and 
ſeveral Particles ſubſided to the Bottom. I then placed it in a 

| Sand-heat, ſomething greater than that of the human Body, and 
in half an Hour it was diſſolved. It appears of a dirty dark- 
brown Colour, 8 | 


EXPERIMENT II. 


November 7, 1744. Mr. Gandon, jun. Gunſmith, of Coventry- 
reet, Haymarket, brought me a ſmooth-coated, triangular Stone, 
of a reddiſh Colour, which came from a Woman, about the Size 
of a large Pea ; which I put into a Vial with ſome of the Liquid- 
Shell, and wore it in my Pocket for about three Weeks; during 
which time, I often looked at it, and obſerved, that the external 
Coat, or Lamina, was perforated in ſeveral Places, and ſmall flat 
Particles ſubſided to the Bottom, I put this Stone, with the ſame 
" Liquid-Shell it had been in for three Weeks before, in a Sand- 
heat, nearly equal to that of the human Body, and it was diſſolv- 
ed in leſs than three Hours. It now appears of a dark-browniſh 
ſandy Caſt, This Stone, I obſerved, was coated throughout like 
an Onion, whoſe Lamina were not thicker than common Wri. 
ting Paper, | 


EXPERIMENT III. 


June q, 1746. Mr. Pearce, Picture Varniſher, near Feuyn- 

fireet, brought me a Stone he had voided ; which was about the 
Size of a common Cherry-ſtone ; its Form was round, only at 
one End a littie pointed ; the other, probably, might have been 
ſomewhat like it, but it was broke off : It was of a red ſandy Co- 
lour, extremely hard, but not very ſmooth, I put it in ſome of 
the Liquid-Shell, in a digeſting Heat, and in four Hours time it 
was diſſolved. It now appears white, like a chalky Sediment.

EXPERIMENT IV. 

February 14, 1745-6. A Gentleman brought me a white, 
Aattiſh, round Stone, which he had voided ; its Circumference 
was nearly equal to that of a Silver Peny ; which I put into a 
Sand-heat, nearly to that of Boiling, with ſome of the Liquid- 


Shell; and it was diffolved in two Hours, Its Appearance, alſo, 
is whitiſh, like a chalky Sediment, 


EXPERIMENT V. 
Juh 9, 1746. Mrs. Mary Chappington, aged about fifty Vears, 


near the White Swan in Exeter. fñreet, near the Strand, after ſhe 


had taken two or three Bottles of the Liquid- Shell, voided a vaſt 
Quantity of red Gravel, with a deal of whitiſh Sediment, and a 
reddiſh ſandy-coloured Stone, about the Size of a middling Kid- 
ney-bean, pretty ſmooth, and extremely hard ; which I placed in 
a Sand-heat, equal to that of Boiling, in ſome of the Liquid-Shell, 
and it was nearly diſſolved in an Hour's time; when I took it out 
to ſee it ; but its Appearance was quite another thing to any of the 
preceding ones : Inſtead of waſting, by degrees, to a fine Sedi- 
ment, it appeared as tho? a Bit of Gum had been put therein, and 


| adhered cloſe to the Sides of the Vial : I put it in Digeſtion again, 


and in about an Hour's time more, it was intirely diſſolved : But 
it now appears quite different from any of ths other; for tho” its 
Sediment appears whitiſh, it is very light, and of a curdly Tex- 
ture. ID 


EXPERIMENT VI. 


OHober 11, 1746. I viſited the Rev. Dr. Maxwell, of Graies 
in E//:x: He then informed me, that he had received a great 
deal of Relief, and voided a vaſt Quantity of red Gravel from 
the Time he firſt began to take the Liquid-Shell; and that he had 
voided ſeveral ſmall Stones, which he ſhewed me, which were of 
a red ſandy Colour, pretty rough, but not pointed ; ſomething 
like, as if ſmall round Seeds had been cloſely cemented together, 
in a longiſh Form, He then ſhewed me a Pill Box, nearly full 
of Stones, that had came from him before he took the Liquid- 
Shell, moſt of which were white, ſmall, ragged, and pointed 
but the largeſt of them, were of a dull earthy Colour, with vari- 
ous Sides, not rough, nor ſmooth, but appear'd as tho' their Angles 
had been ground off; one was of a red ſandy Colour, not unlike 
a Milipede ; for the upper Part was convex, and the under Part a 
little concave, appearing like Grains of red Sand. He ſaid, point- 
ing to the largeſt, which had ſeven Sides, That was the Stone which 
tortured me moſt, in voiding of which, I had a narrow Eſcape for my

Life ; then pointing to that like the Milipede, ſaid, That * 
and tormented me a long time. I told him, if he would pleaſe to 
permit me, I would diffolve thoſe two Stones in ſome of the Li- 
quid-Shell, Can you ! ſays he, with Surprize. I told him, that 
he might ſoon be convinced of the Poſſibility: I then put thoſe 
two Stones into ſome of the Liquid-ſhell ; and, at the ſame 
time, put in two of the white ragged pointed Stones, I placed 
the Vial, with the four Stones, in a Sand-heat, which was to the 
Degree of that of Boiling, at 37 Minutes paſt Seven o'Clock at 
Night ; and at half an Hour paſt Nine, took them out, to ſee what 
State they were in : They were, to Appearance, nearly three Parts 
diſſolved : But Dr. Maxwell, being accuſtomed to go to Reſt 
early, did not ſtay to ſee them entirely diſſolved. I deſired, that 
he would take the Vial home with him, which he did; and I pro- 
miſed to fee him in the Morning to finiſh the Experiment. In 
the Morning, I waited on him; when he ſhewed me the Vial 
and told me, I had no Occaſion to give myſelf any farther Trouble; 
for that they were diſſolved, to his very great Satisfaction. How- 
ever, upon Examination, I found, that the largeſt Stone was not 
intirely diſſolved, for there was about one ſixth or ſeventh Part 
diſcernable in the Sediment, He gave me Leave to bring them 
to Town ; and, on the Day following, I put the Vial, with the 
remaining undiſſolved Stone, in Digeſtion again, and, in leſs than 
an Hour, there was a total Diffolution,

Oaber 7, 1736. A Gentleman brought me a Stone, which 
came from Mr. James Favello, Peruke-maker in Bury, of the Size 
and Form of a ſmall Damaſon Stone, of a bright red ſandy Co- 
Jour, very hard, ſmooth, and coated, whoſe Lamina were ex- 
tremely thin. I put it into ſome of the Liquid-Shell, in a Sand- 
heat, nearly equal to that of Boiling; and it gradually diminiſh- 
ed till it was intirely diſſolved, which took up very near five Hours.

TRE Virtues of Alcalis and Abſorbents, ſo ſtrongly inſiſted 
upon by Harris, and all Authors who have wrote on the Diſ- 
orders of Children, is known to depend upon their Power of de- 
ſtroying Acidities in the tender Stomachs and Inteſtines of In- 
fants. But it has been obſerv'd, that Abſorbent Powders, taken 
without ſufficient Purging, has often form'd a kind of Mortar, 
by uniting with the Viſcidities it meets with in the inteſtinal 
Tube, and plaiſter over the Inſide of the Inteſtines, with very 
bad Effect.

Mouth; Deglutition is difficult, and the Patient labours under 
a violent Cardialgia, a Heat of the Stomach, acid Eructations, 
Attempts to vomit and Vomitings, the Matter of which is of 
ſo acrid a Quality, that Authors inform us, that the Teeth are 
not only benumbed, but alſo Linen Cloths corroded by it. 
Beſides, in the Inteſtines, particularly the ſmall ones, there are 
perceived about the Navel, violent and racking Pains, Contorſions, 
lancinating Twitchings, Rumblings, and Murmurings ; vio— 


| lentGripes are alſo produced in the large Inteſtines. Sometimes the 


Patient is ſeiz'd with a Flux, and at other Times, with an obſtinate 
Coſtiveneſs, accompanied with a Retention of the Flatulences, 


which when diſcharged either from the Mouth or Anus, in ſome 


meaſure, relieve the other Symptoms, but are ſoon after copi- 
ouſly generated, The Patient ofcen labours under frequent De- 
ſires of going to Stool; and generally Tubercles, or blind Hæ- 
morrhoids, appear about the Anus, and a ſymptomatic Diſcharge 
of Blood ſometimes ſucceeds ; in ſome, the Diſcharge of the Urine 
is difficult and painful, and the Urine itſelf is thin, diluted and 
white, ſometimes with a copious ſandy Sediment. Beſides, this 
Diſorder, when attended with a Pain in the Region of the 
Kidneys, often reſembles the Stone. | ON 
IF in Women, the Menſes are ſuppreſs'd, and by this Means 


the Blood or ſeminal Humours, become ſtagnant about the Ute- 


rus, and Parts ſubſervient to Generation, eſpecially when a fa- 
lacious Temperament concurs, then hyſterick Fits are readily 
complicated with hypochondriac Diſorders, and the hypochondri- 
aco-hyſteric Affection is produc'd., When thick and viſcid Hu- 


mours are by the Spaſms of the lower Belly copiouſly convey'd 


to the ſuperior Parts and Head, where they circulate ſlowly in the 
Veſſels of the Brain; the animal Functions are deſtroy'd ; the 
Senſes languiſh ; the Force of the Memory and Brightneſs of the 


Genius are impaired ; the Patient is prone to Sadneſs, Diffidence 


and Fears ; fooliſh Fancies and vain Ideas, arife in the Mind, and 
hondriac Melancholy is produced, 
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THost who take the Shell for this Diſorder, ſhould be re- 
gular in Diet, and frequently drink the Chalybeate Waters, 
TT is a good Remedy in a Cardialſsza, whether flatulent or 
windy, or ſpaſmodic-or convulſive, which are none of the 


leaſt Evils incident to Mankind; for the Nature of theſe Diſor- 


ders are to be conſider'd with thoſe which affect the Mind as 
well as the Body ; nor is it a pain of the Heart, as is commonly 
reckoned, but of the Stomach, which is a very nervous Part, 
and of exquiſite Senſation, and principally affects it Orifices, be · 
ing ſeated near the Pit of the Stomach, and very pungent, at- 
tended with great Anxiety, Difficulty of Breathing, Lofs of 
Strength, Reſtleſſneſs, Straining to vomit, Trembling and Cold- 
neſs of the extreme Parts, and a flight Lipothymy, owing its 
Original to a Convulſion, or Inflation, and frequently commu- 


nicating its ill Effects, by Conſent of Parts, to the — ner vous 
Syſtem. 


Mort rn Phyſicians believe the Seat of a Cardialgia to be fixed 


in the right Orifice, called Pylorus, and that the whole Stomach is 


affected on Account of its extremely ſenſible nerveo- fibrous Coat; 


and this appears to be true, as we imagine, becauſe this ſevere 
Pain always begins and fixes about the Pit of the Stomach, under 
the Cartilago Enfiformis, towards the right Side, where the Py- 
| borus reſides; and thence extends itſelf to the left Orifice, which 
is ſituated in the back near the Spine, and penetrates the Dia- 
phragm near the eleventh or twelfth Vertebra of the Thorax: 
For, in Diſſections of thoſe who have died of the Cardialgia, 
the right Otifice has been found more affected than the Left, in- 
ſomuch, that Ulcers, Abſceſſes, Tumours, and ſphacelous Cor- 
ruptions, have been abſerved in the Pylorus, which have affected 
all the Duodenum, and the bottom of the Stomach itſelf. 

Le r us inquire by what Means theſe Flatulences which at other 
Times have a free Paſſage through the open Orifices, happen to 
be firmly included and detained within the Cavity of the Stomach); 
the Reaſon of this Phenomenon has ſcarce been touched upon by 
Phyſicians ; but Z7fman aſſerts, that all ſuch violent Inflations of 
the Stomach are effected by a Convulſion, which, however, 
does not affect the whole nerveo-membranous Subſtance of the 
Stomach, but only its Orifices, as they are Parts endued with a 
quicker Senſation Theſe Orifices, then, being ſtrongly com- 
preſſed and cloſed, no Wonder ii Vapours, which are principally 
generated from a Maſs of crude and indigeſted Aliment, being 
excited by Heat, and finding no Vent, ſhould, by violently diſ- 
tending and ſtretching the whole Cavity of the Stomach, after a 
- furprizing Manner, be the Cauſe of moſt dreadful Pains, attended 

with the higheſt Anxiety, and Difhculty of Reſpiration, 
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Tr1s Diſeaſe has been obſerved in thoſe, who, after a pretty 
long Indiſpoſition, have contracted a great Infirmity of Stomach, 
when they have eaten a little too greedily, eſpecially of improper 
Food, ſuch as what is fat, acid, and diſpoſed to Fermentation, 
or of Summer Fruits: In ſuch Caſes the Diſorder has been ex- 
cited, and made frequent Returns upon the Patient at Intervals, 
attended with Refrigeration of the Body, and eſpecially of the 
Feet, and Region of the Loins. 

IT has, alſo, been obſerved, that an Tnflation of the Stomach, 
attended with a Pain, and Difficulty of Reſpiration, in ſucking 
Infants, proceeding from Milk coagulated in the Stomach, and 
there ſtagnating, and turning Acid; whence the whole Region 1 
of the Præcordia, under the ſpurious Ribs, has been diſtended 
and turgid with Flatulences, in a ſurpriling Manner, which was 
percervable both to Sight and Touch. 

In all theſe Caſes, 9 as the Liquid Shell deſtroys Aci- 
dities and Flatulences, it muſt be of the utmoſt Service. 

Ir is a moſt noble Medicine in the windy, ſpaſmodic, or con - 
vulſive Colic ; Hollerius, de Morb. intern, gives the following 
Deſcription of the Pain of the Colic : * Tt is ſettled in one par- 
ticular Place, like a Stake that is fixed, yet ſometimes makes Ex- 


curſions to the Groins, to the left Kidney, or both Kidneys; 


ſometimes takes a revolving Courſe upwards, ſhifting its Place, 
according to the Flexures of the Colon, which, after it has left 
the Rectum, is turned towards the left Groin, from whence it 
aſcends to the left Kidney, where it is narroweſt; and this Nar- 
rowneſs with its Flexure at the ſame Place, is che Cauſe why the 
Pain is more intenſe in that Part. Hence the Colon, becoming 
more lax and enlarged, is extended to the Spleen, and proceeds 
under the Liver, where it ſometimes adheres to the Gall-Bladder, 
and from thence deſcending to the right eon, ends at laſt, in 
the Inteſtinum Czcum.” 

W take the whole Region of the Inteſtines for the Seat and 
Subject of the Pain; yet fo as that, when one Part of it is affected 
in an extraordinary Manner, the whole inteſtinal Tube, from the 
Fauces to the Anus, ſuffers by Conſent; or, to ſpeak more proper- 
ly, the preternatural Motions, and even the very Inverſions and 
Injuries of the periſtaltic Motions, are communicated to all the 
reſt, in ſuch a Manner, that, if the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe be very 
conſiderable, the whole nervous Syſtem is, at the ſame Tinte, 
affected to an extraordinary Degree. 

ASsthe Nature, or immediate Cauſe, of all Pain, conſiſts in 


too ſtrong a Diſtenſion, Diſtraction, or Expanſion of the Mem- 
| branes and nervous Parts, or in too violent and convulſive a 
Conſtriction or Compreſſion of the ſame, fo the Pains of the In- 
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teſtines proceed from the ſame Cauſe ; for either ſome particular 
Parts of the Inteſtine are diſtended and diſtracted by retained and 
included Flatulences, in a violent Manner, as if they threatened a 
Solution of Continuity, or theſe Parts are contracted and com- 
pre ſſed by a ſpaſmodic Conſtriction, cauſing a very painful Sen- 
ſation from ſome acrid, cauſtic, pungent Humour, contained 
within the Inteſtines, or in their membraneous Subſtance, 

IT is to be obſerved, that nephritic Pains, which proceed 
from the Stone in the Kidneys, are to be diſtinguiſhed from 
thoſe, which have their Cauſe ſeated in the Inteſtines themſelves, 
How nearly ſoever theſe Diforders may agree, with reſpect to 
their Symptoms and Effects, there is this remarkable Difference 
between them, that the Pain, which proceeds from the Stone in 


the Kidneys, is more fixed in the Loins, as well as more obſti- 


nate and acute, than in the ſpaſmodic Colic, which on the con- 
trary, cauſes a greater Conſtipation of the Belly, than nephritic 
Pains. But they, who have laboured under one or two Fits of the 
Stone, are beſt qualiſied to diſcern its characteriſtical Marks. 
Therefore, thoſe who are afflicted with ſtony Concretions muſt 
perſiſt in taking the L:9uid-Shell regularly for ſome Time, 

Pains of the Inteſtines are ſo frequent, that no Age, Sex, 
Habit of Body, or Conſtitution, are exempted from them ; but 
they principally infeſt Infants, Women, and old Perſons, and 
thoſe who are of a tender and weak Nature, and of a quick 
and delicate Senſation. 

Now in all theſe Caſes, where Acidities, Wind, or Con- 
cretions of the Aliment are the Cauſe, the Liguid-Shell muſt be 
an excellent Remedy, and have been found ſo by Experience, 

I ſhall now recite the Symptoms which actually attend the 
Gravel and Stone in the Urinary Paſſages, as they are accurately 
deſcrib'd by the celebrated Lommius. 


Symptoms of the Stone in the Kidneys. 


« ThE Pain, proceeding from the Stone in the Kidneys, may 
be known from the following Signs: There is a moſt ſevere and 
pungent Senſation in the Kidney, as if a Thorn was fixed in it, 
which ſettles in that Part, without ſhifting, except that it ſome- 
times communicates itſelf through the Groin, towards the Hips, 


or the neighbouring Teſticle. There is no external Tumor, 


and the Patient cannot bend his Back without Difficulty, The 


Loeg on the ſame Side with the affected Kidney, is ſometimes 


contracted, and ſometimes, as it were, benumbed; there are 
frequent Eructations, with a great Loathing of Food, When 
the Pains are very intenſe, the Patient is ſeiz d with a Vomiting, 
firſt of Phelgm, ſoon after of yellow Bile, and at laſt of an eru- 
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ginous Bile, after which the Pain is mitigated, The Belly is in 


this Diſorder conſtipated, and the contained Fæces, or Flatu- 
lences, preſſing upon the Kidneys, augment the Pain. But 
when the Body happens to be ſoluble, a ſort of bilious Matter, 
together with Wind, is diſcharged. When the Patient lies on 
the affected Part, or while he is faſting, the Pain is mitigated; 
but when he lies on the contrary Side, or, when after a full 


Meal, the Food begins to deſcend to the Inteſtines, the Pain is 
exaſperated. 


AT the Approach of the Fit, the Urine is ſmall in Quantity, 


thin and aqueous; and ſoon after, as the Pain increaſes, is fre- 


quently utterly ſuppreſs'd, *till the Stone, being diſcharged from 
the Ureter, a great quantity of thick Urine comes off, which de- 
poſites a good deal of Sand, and ſometimes large rough Stones, 
or Fragments of Stones, Sometimes the Urine appears with 
Bubbles, and has an ill Smell; at other Times, it comes away 


| range and in ſmall Quantities, attended with a ſcalding 


Heat. It often brings along with it ſomething like Blood, eſpe- 
cially after hard Labour, or violent Riding. They who are ob- 
noxious to this Diſeaſe, have, for a long Time diſcharged a 
thick reddiſh Urine, cover'd with a denſe and tenacious Froth, 
which ſometimes depoſites a red ſandy, and ſometimes a viſcid 
Sediment. Sometimes it continues foul, and if ſt rain'd through 
a Woolen Cloth, leaves a Subſtance like the Sediment before- 
mention'd, This Kind of Urine often paſſes off for man 

Years together, without any Inconvenience, Pain of the Kid- 
neys, or other Symptoms of the Stone; when unexpectedly, and 
all on a ſudden, the Kidney is ſeiz'd with a moſt acute Pain, and 
at the ſame Time the Belly is conſtipated, and the Leg on the 
ſame Side ſeiz d with a Numbneſs. The Pain often remits, and 


recurs at pretty long Intervals; and ſometimes, without diſcharg- 


ing any Stone, buta thick turbid Urine; and, perhaps, after 
hard Riding, a bloody one. And, indeed, the voiding bloody 
Urine, often ſhews a Stone in the Kidneys, when there is no 
Pain, nor any other Mark by which it can be known, or ſo 
much as ſuſpected. But when the Pain is ſucceeded by an Ex- 
cretion of the Stone from the Kidney, the fame falling into 
the Head of the Ureter, cauſes a Diſcharge of a thin aque- 
ous Urine, in a ſmall Quantity, or, which often happens, 
produces a total Suppreſſion of it. But if the Stone ſhould hap- 


pen to be repreſſed into the Cavity of the Kidney, or at leaft, if 


it penetrates into the Bladder, there follows an Evacuation of 
ſuch Urine as has been before deſcribed, So that Hippocrales 
was in the Right when he ſaid, that a ſudden Pain of the Kid- 
neys, with a Suppreſſion of Urine, prognoſticated a —_ of 
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Stones, or thick Urine. The Stone is oſten ſo big as not to be 
expelled from the Subſtance of the Kidneys, in which it was 
generated, into their Cavity; and, during that Time, the Patient 
feels little or no Pain, but diſcharges a thick, foul and rediſh 
_ Urine; but after violent Exerciſe, or hard Riding, not only ſuch 
Urine, but alſo a bloody one, which depoſites a grumous Con- 
eretion, like Blood, is frequently diſcharged, When the Stone 
is removed into the Cavity of the Kidney, if it be large, and 
tends down wards, it ſtops the Ureter, and intercepts the Paſſage 
of the Urine, in ſuch a Manner, that but very little, and only ſuch 
as is thin and aqueous, can be diſcharged; ſuch a Stone, at the 
ſame Time, excites a very violent Pain: But when the Stone, tho' 
deſcended into the Ureter, is too ſmall to cauſe a conſiderable Stop- 
page of the Urine, or when it is large, and newly remov'd from 
the Subſtance into the Cavity of the Kidney, and has hot yet 
applied itſelf to the Beginning of the Ureter, there paſſes off a 
a thick, foul, red, or a dark-colour'd and ſomewhat livid Urine, 
Smooth round Stones are not ſo difficult to be diſcharged, as 
thoſe which are oblong and rough, But all are not of the ſame 
Bulk, Figure or Roughneſs. Perſons who have been long 
troubled with Pains of the Kidneys, and have their urinary 
Paſſages pretty open, aſe, for that Reaſon, tormented with 
large Stones, and but jeldom with thoſe of a moderate Size; 
whoxeas thoſe, who ary but newly afflicted with this Diſorder, 
or at lesſt have beg: ſeldom pain'd, ſuffer ſeverely from the 
ſmalleſt Store. IT he Stones of the Kidneys, are almoſt all of 
a red Colour, though purulent Kidneys diſcharge white ones. 
Black and pale Stones have alſc been obſerved to be ſometimes 
evacuated. In this Diſorder the more aqueous the Urine is, the 
longer it continues fo ; and the leſs Sediment it has, the harder 
are the Stones of the Kidneys, the more confirm'd, and the 
more obſtinate in reſiſling Remedies,” 

As by other Cauſes, ſo more eſpecially by Stones, the Kid- 
neys are moſt frequently ſubject to Exulcerations, which are 
known by the following Marks : The-Urine is thick, turbid, 
and of an higher Colour, after Exerciſe. By Reſt, a thickiſh 
Sediment is form'd in it, whilſt its other Part becomes almoſt 
clear, If the Ulcer is recent and ſimple, Blood is diſcharged 
with the Urine ; but if the Ulcer is ſordid and hollow, the Urine 
is thick, white, fetid, purulent, and not unlike Milk; and the 
Pus ſubſides in it. When the Ulcer is deep, and exceſſively 
ſordid, it degenerates into a Fiſtula; in which Caſe it reſembles 
the Mucus of the Noſe, or the White of an Egg. In this Caſe 
the Kidney itſelf, is often ſo corroded, that nothing but Pus, 
and a large Quantity of ſmall Stones, are found to be _ 
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tained in its Membrane, Hence alſo the Pus, convey'd into the 
Veins, produces a bad Habit of Body, like that generally ob- 
ſerv'd to precede a Leucophlegmatia, Sometimes, alſo, Pus fluc- 
tuates between the Membranes of the Peritonzeum : It alſo hap- 
pens, though rarely, that it fills the whole Region of the Loins 
and Abdomen, in which Caſe it is now-and-then diſcharged un- 
mixed, either by Vomit or Stool. In this Caſe, almoſt through 
all the Courſe of the Diſeaſe, the Urine is ſometimes diſcharged 
eaſily, and at other Times Drop by Drop, ſo as to produce a 
perpetual Inclination of making Water. The Lungs are ſeized 
with a Pain, accompanied with a certain Senſe of Weight, But 
if in this Diſorder, after a Diſcharge of Pus by Urine, Blood is 
evacuated, it is a Sign of a violent Corruption, Ulcers of the 
Kidneys and Bladder, when long protracted, which they gene- 
rally are, can never be cured. 

A bloody Urine on Account of a Diſorder of the Kidneys. © It is 
alſo neceſſary we ſhould conſider a Diſcharge of bloody Urine from 
the Kidneys. When the Blood therefore flows from the Kid- 
neys, it is ſo equally mixed with the Whole of the Urine, as to 
make it appear like thin and diluted Blood, tho! it forthwith ſub- 
ſides, and retains its red Colour, but is not concreted. I make this 
Obſervation, becauſe the Blood flowing from the Bladder into 
its Cavity, is not equally mixed with the Urine, and is form'd 


into Grumes when it ſubſides. If a Stone is the Cauſe of bloody 


Urine, (which is generally the Cafe, except when the ſame Ef- 
ſect is produced by Blows or Falls) we muſt attend to the Marks 
peculiar to this Circumſtance. A Diſcharge of bloody Urine 
alone, without any Pain in the Kidneys, or any other Symptom, 
has often dilcovered the Exiſtence of a Stone. If a Vein in the 
Kidneys is ruptur'd, the Blood is evacuated copiouſly, unexpect- 
edly and ſuddenly, and this Misfortune is produced by Blows, 
Falls, and the Lifting of heavy Burthens, or other Cauſes of a 
ſimilar Nature, That Species of bloody Urine is very rate, 
which proceeds from an Imbecility of the Kidneys, an Aperture 


of their Veins, a Weakneſs of the Liver, a Defect of uſual Eva- 9 
cuations, exceſſive Eaſe, or the Amputation of any Member. 


Frequently the Blood flows from Eroſions and Exulceiat ions of the 
Kidneys, in which Caſe the Diſorder is long protracted, and the 
Blood diſcharged by little and little, and mixed with ſome Pus. 
When therefore an Abſceſs of the Kidneys breaks, Blood deſcends 
together with the Pus; and we may know that it does not pro- 
ceed from an Ulcer in the Kidneys, becauſe the Diſcharge of 
it is not long ptotracted, but generally terminates in three 9 
Hippacrates was of Opinion, that the frequent Diſcharges of bloody 
Urine, accompanied with Fever and Pain, were bad, ſince they

prognoſticate a future Diſcharge of purulent Urine, on which the

throughout the Urethra, but often ſeizes only the Glans; and

From ſome, the Urine comes off more freely when they ſtand 
upright, than when they lie upon their Backs, if the Stone be 
large. Others diſcharge their Urine bending forwards, and en- 
deavour to alleviate the Pain, by handling and extending the 


with their Hands, and by applying a Finger to the Neck of the 
Bladder, now -and-then feel the Stone, Many Patients, during 
their Pains, croſs their Feet over each other by Turns, The 
Urine difcharged is white, thick, and turbid, with a purulent or 
mucous Sediment ; and ſometimes Blood, or a bloody concreted 
Matter, is difcharged with it. This Diſeaſe is more incident to 
Children than Adults, to Men than Women. The Stone of 
the Bladder is white, larger and harder than that of the Kid- 


der, and more pertinaciouſly retains the Urine, than a larger,

Accounts, ſo eſpecially in Conſequence of the violent Efforts 
made in expelling the Stone, Blood is ſometimes diſcharg'd from 
the Bladder. This Organ upon ſuch Occaſions does not diſcharge 
the Whole of the Urine, and when after its Evacuation it is per- 
mitted to ſubſide, it is obſery'd to be form'd into grumous Con- 
cretions. Now-and-then, a Portion of this Blood is evacuated 
without the Urine, In this Diſorder, however, the Urine is 
generally diſcharged Drop by Drop, and excites a certain burn- 
ing Pain about the Root of the Penis, But moſt violent Symp- 
toms are generally induced, when the Blood is concreted within 
the Bladder ; for the Patient is in this Caſe afflicted with frequent 
Deliquiums, whilſt the Reſpiration becomes ſmall, and the Pulſe 
obſcure, little and frequent. There alſo ariſe, an exceſſive Nauſee, 
an Anxiety of Mind, and cold Sweats, Hence the Whole of 
the Patient's Body is weaken'd, and becomes pale, the Extremi- 
ties, at the ſame Time, being refrigerated. But generally be- 
fore this, the Bladder has met with ſome Misfortune, which is 
ſome Time after ſucceeded by a Diſcharge of bloody Urine, 
which ſuddenly ceaſes without any evident Cauſe, On ſuch Oc- 
caſions, Rigors frequently happen, and are forthwith ſucceeded 
by the other Signs we have now enumerated. A Diſcharge of 
bloody Urine, arifing from a Diforder of the Bladder is more 
ſlowly cur'd than that which proceeds from any Fault of the ſu- 
perior Parts.“ : | "4. 


Exulceration of the Bladder. 4 Theſe Diſorders of the Blad- 
der, are frequently ſucceeded by its Exulceration, which is greater 


and more violent in the Muſcle of its Neck, after the Rupture 
of the Ahſceſs, produced by the Inflammation, but more gentle 
in the Subſtance of the Bladder itſelf, This Exulceration is ge- 
nerally produced by the Acrimony of the Urine, or the Irritation 
of the Stone,” Pi 4 

Ir after the Abſceſs an Ulcer remains, it is hollow and for- 
did. Hence ſometimes: a Sanies, and at others, a large Quan- 
tity of foetid Pus is eyacuated with the Urine, which is thick, 
and in which it ſubſides by Reſt, But if the interior Coat of 
the Bladder is ſlightly abraded, the Urine being thick, depoſites 
ſometimes a ſmall Quantity of Pus, and at others of Blood ; and 
when the Ulcer is deep ſeated, it diſcharges Pellicules, and a cer- 
tain furfuraceous Subſtance. Theſe Pellicules are white, thick, 


and large, when the Ulcer is ſeated in the ſuperior Part of the 


_ Bladder ; but leſs white, more thin and ſmall,- when it is (cated 
near the Urethra. In this Caſe, there is a violent Deſire of 
making Water, ſo that the Urine can hardly be retain'd: On 
this Occaſion, there is a violent Pain in the Pubis and Perinæum, 

_ eſpecially after making Water. 12 ſame Pain is alſo augmented, 


when 
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when the Penis is erected. When the Ulcer is of the ſp ding 
and phagedenic Kind, Blood, together with Sanies, and a feetid 
Pus is now- and-then to be obſerved in the Urine. Very fre- 
quently, when the Ulcer is highly ſordid, eſpecially when it pro- 
ceeds from a venereal Diſcharge of the Semen, there are in the 
Urine certain Filaments, which are at firſt ſlender, and then fo 
thick as to inſpiſſate the Urine ; at laſt a thick and viſc id Mucus, 
reſembling the White of an Egg ſubſides. Theſe Filaments 
are alſo diſcharged with the Urine, a long Time after the Ulcer 
is cured,” 


UrcExs of the Kidneys and Bladder, are thus diſtinguiſh'd 


from each other. When the Kidneys are exulcerated, the Urine is 


not ſo difficultly evacuated; and the Matter diſcharged from them 
is red, and full of ſmall Caruncles, or Filaments reſemblin 
Hairs, The Pain is alfo leſs, and moſt generally the Blood is 
diſcharged in a greater Quantity, and more intimately mixed 
with the Urine. But when the Bladder is exulcerated, there is 
a greater Inclination to make Water, which is alſo diſcharged 
with greater Difficulty, What ſubſides is white, unleſs the 
Matter is conveyed from the Kidneys to the Bladder ; and the 
Pains are more intenſe, though leſs Blood, and a leſs mixed Urine 
is diſcharged. If the Ureters are exulcerated, the Urine is 
ſomewhat thick, and mixed with Blood, or at leaſt with Pus, 
which ſwims in the Urine like Hairs. . In this Caſe, alſo, Pel- 
licules and a furfuraceous Subſtance, are diſcharg'd ; but the Pain 
is ſituated between the Kidneys and the Pubis. Ulcers of the 
Kidneys, and the other urinary Paſſages, are more ſpeedily cured 
than thoſe of the Bladder, which in old Perſons admit of no Cure 
and in ſuch as are young, are not to be removed without the 
greateſt Difficulty,” 
As to the Production of the Stones, with reſpect to the Gene- 


ration of the gouty Matter, and conſider at the ſame Time, the 


great Affinity there is betwixt the Gout and Stone; and that 


either of theſe frequently is tranſmitted into the other, we 
may, perhaps, have Reaſon to believe, that the Cauſes of both 


are a Deſect in the Solution of the earthy Particles of an Ali- 


ment by the Powers of Digeſtion ; and if it happens, that the 


Sedentary, Luxurious, and Idle, are more ſubje&t to the Stone, 
than the Active, Temporate, and Laborious, it will be a far- 
ther Confirmation cf its being generated in this Manner, That 
Children, alſo, who uſe bur little Exerciſe, and whoſe Stomachs 


are lax and weak, are oſten afflicted with the Stone, ſeems to 


favour this Opinion. 1 
Upon this Occaſion I cannot omit a bete Obſervation of

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Bodies, when corroded by Acids, may be diffolv'd in Water, 
Alcalies, when intimately united with Earth, cannot afterwards, 
be diſfolv'd with Water, as plainly appears in Glaſs, which con- 


ſiſts of an Alcali, and an Earth, intimately united, and is lefs 


ſoluble in Water, the cloſer the Union : So great is the Difference 


between the Solution of Earth by one Kind of Salt and another. 


Alcalies, we ſee, ſubtilely diſſolve Earth into 2 fixed, tranſpa- 
rent, hard Body, which reſiſts the diſſolving Power of Water, 
more than any other Body ; but it appears ſtranger ſtill, that 
the ſubtile, volatile, alcaJine Salts of Animals, intimately united 
with Earth, ſhould form a Maſs undiſſolvable in boiling Water; 


for the Stones generated in Animals, I take to conſiſt of thefe 


two Principles and Oil; and, in whatever Part of the Body ſuch 
Stones are generated, they commonly produee terrible Effects; 
as having a Power of attracting and joining to themſelves a ſi- 
milar Matter, from fuch animal Juices as approach neareſt to 
Putrefaction, as the Bile and Urine ; which containing Salts 
nearly alcaline, thefe Salts unite to themſelves the fine Earth, 
wore off from the Parts of the Body ; and thus lay the Foun- 
dation of new Stones, or enlarge the old ones: And hence the 
daily Increafe of this monſtrous Production, which brings on 
terrible Diſorders, 

HENCE, we may, perhaps, deduce the Reaſon, why the 
Author of Nature has made nearly all the Aliments of Animals 
incline: to Acidity ; for the acid Salts, on this Account, predo- 
minating in the Stomach, diſpoſe ſuch Aliments to diſſolve more 
eaſily, whoſe inner Parts cohere principally by Means of Earth ; 
whence they would otherwiſe, with 'much more Difficulty, be 
diſſolv'd into fluid Chyle. But when afterwards, a Matter is 
to be form'd of this Chyle, fit to bind the Solids together, the 
Tendency to Acidity, which was neceſſary in the Chyle, is 
changed, and an alcaline Tendency of the Salts introduced; 
which, by binding the earthy Particles, forms a ſtructure indiſ- 
foluble in Water, and fit to refiſt the Action of the Fluid. At 


leaſt we know, that Bones remain ſolid and firm, if ſteep'd in 
Alcalies; but grow ſoft and flexible, if detained in Acids; and 
_ doubtleſs, when the Pqwer of changing Aſceſents into Alcalies 


is wanting in the Body, the Bones, Cartilages, Teeth and Li- 


. gaments, become ſoft, weak, looſe, and flexible, as we daily 


ſee in the Rickets,
